CRAPSEY VERDICT REACHED. 


|No Statement as to Findings—Report 
Has Him Guilty, 4 to 1. 


BATAVIA, N. Y., May 9.—The eccle- 
| Siastical court which tried Dr. Algernon 
|S. Crapsey, rector of St. Andrew's 


heresy ended its work to-day when a ver- 
dict was reached and the document con- 
taining the findings of the court was 
drawn up, signed, and forwarded to 
; Bishop Walker at Buffalo. 

Until the verdict has been reviewed by 
Bishop Walker no official information as 
to its contents can be secured. The pub- 
lished statement to the effect that the 
court had voted 4 to 1 against Dr, Crap- 
| sey On both specifications is declared to 

be only guess work. The Rev. Walter C. 
Roberts, President of the court, to-night 
made the following statement to the As- 
; sociated Press; 


| ‘There is absolutely no truth in any 


statement that may have been printed 
saying that the écolesiastical court in the 
' ease of Dr. Crapsey, or any member of it, 
| to my knowledge or in my belief, has an- 
| soured what its verdict is. All that has 
| been given out is the simple statement 
; that a verdict has been reached. The 
findings of the court will be forwarded to 
| Bishop Walker, by whom they will be 
a“ to the public.” 

Neither has Judge North, the assessor, 
made any statement regarding the ver- 
dict. A remark dropped by the Rev. 
‘Charles H. Boynton of Geneseo, the clerk 
of the court, has led many to believe that 
the court was unanimous’‘for Dr. Crap- 
sey’s conviction, but differod as to the de- 
gree of punishment. 

In answer to a question as to whether 
the President and Clerk would sign the 
findings, Dr. Boynton replied: ‘ They 
all will sign them." 

The session of the court lasted until 
; 4:30 this afternoon, Judge North being 
' with the court for an hour prior to final 
;adjournment. President Roberts then an- 
{nounced that a verdict had been reached.

Healy, Superintendent of Buildings of 
Manhattan, refused to give such certifi-

Mr. Murphy besought Corporation Coun- 
sel Delany for his opinion as to the con- 
struction of the statutes, and Mr. Delany 
turned the query over to Attorney Gen- 
eral Mayer. 

Mr. Murphy’s specific question was 
whether a hotel consisted of ten rooms as 
required by the excise law or whether it 
should consist of fifteen as required by 
the building regulations of the metropo- 
lis. 

The Attorney General, in his opinion, 
points out that a hotel, as defined by 
the liquor tax law, must have ten bed- 
rooms exclusive of those used for fami- 
lly and servants, above the basement, 
| and must have a dining room and certain 
: accommodations. But in New York 


City the Building Code defines as a hotel 
a building where there are more than 
fifteen sleeping rooms above the first 
floor, and in such event if the building 
exceeds thirty-five feet in height it must 
be fireproof. 

He then interprets the law so as to hold 
the essentials of both statutes. New York 
can have hotels with less than fifteen 
sleeping rooms, and those having only 
ten, eleven,.twelve, thirteen, fourteen, or 
fifteen rooms above the first story need 
not be fire-proof. 

The Attorney General also rendered an 
opinion to-day to Superintendent of Bulld- 
ings Seaton of the Borough of Richmond 
holding that all hotels in Richmond 
County must have ten bedrooms for 
guests in order to conform with the liquor 
tax law. The impression had gone forth 
that in some places on Staten Island 
which are more than two miles outside of 
what were the limits of some of the in- 
corporated villages before consolidation, 
the law required that hotels have only 
six rooms. 

The Attorney General points out that 
the law has been construed throughout 
the State as requiring ten bedrooms for 
|guests In @ hotel wherever country dis- 
|tricts have been consolidated with cities 
|or villages having a population of twelve 
| hundred or more.

ARRAIGNED IN REBATE CASES. 


Central Road and Sugar Trust Officers 
Plead Not Gulity. 


Following the swearing in of the May 
Federal Grand Jury before United States 
Circuit Judge Thomas yesterday United 
States District Attorney Henry L. Stim- 
s0n arraigned the defendants recent- 
ly indicted by the Federal authorities for 
alleged violations of the Elkins Anti- 
Trust law in “ giving, granting, soliciting, 
and accepting rebates."’ ‘ 

None of the accused officials was pres- 
ent in court. The New York Central & 
Hudson River Railway Company was rep- 
resented by Albert H. Harris, its General 
Solicitor, and John D. Lindsay of Nicoll, 
Anable & Lindsay. John E. Parsons ap- 
peared for the American Sugar Refining 
Company and the New York Sugar Refin- 
ing Company of New York, the latter be- 
ing a subsidiary company Of the so-called 
Sugar Trust, which had been jointly in- 
dicted with the parent corporation. Pleas 
of not guilty to each complaint were in- 
terposed, and the defense will have until 
May 21 to withdraw the plea and substi- 
tute any motion desired. 

None of the officials would discuss their 
indictments and referred all questioners to 
their attorneys. 

“There is nothing, to this charge,’ said 
Mr. Harris, the New York Central's coun- 
sel. ‘The New York Central and its offi- 
cilals deny that as an individual or cor- 
poration they have been guilty of granting 
or accepting rebates. We know thata full 
and complete trial of the facts will show 
that the road courts the fullest inquiry.

He says he paid his fare to the 
conductor, Michael O'Leary of 1,548 Third 
Avenue, and got a transfer in exchange. 
At 125th Street-and Eighth Avenue sey- 
eral. persons got on board and O'Leary 
made another collecting tour. Among 
ethers he askéd Walsh to pay. Walsh 
said he had paid. O’Leary told him he 
hadn't and that he would have to get off.

CAPITOL LIGHTING PLANT. 


State to Have Its Own System in Pub- 
lic Buildings at Albany.

ALBANY, May 9.—The Public Buildings 
Trustees at their last meeting took ac- 
tion whereby bids are to be submitted for 
the construction of a Capitol Nght plant.

PASSED BY TilE SENATE 


After 1908 Roads May Not En- 
gage in Any Outside Business. 


FINAL VOTE WAS 67 TO 6 


Another Amendment Favors Independ- 
ent Mines—Southern Senators Ac- 
cept Jim Crow Provision. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The Senate got 
under such headway in passing amend- 
ments to the Rate bill toward the end 
of the session to-day that not only the 
coal ameridment was adopted, but four 
or five others were passed, Including the 
Jim Crow amendment, which was turned 
down last week because of opposition 
from the Southern Senators. 

The coal amendment was discussed all 
day. The Senate dealt indulgently with 
Senator Elkins, who desired to have the 
credit of fathering the amendment be- 
cause of its effect on his own chances for 
re-election, and allowed him to withdraw 
his amendment as modified by several 
others yesterday. He offered another 
which met the objection made by Senator 
Bailey, that Congress had no authority 
to forbid carriers from mining coal within 
the borders of a State when doing so law- 
fully under the laws of the State. The 
amendment provides that the carrier who 
engages in manufacturing or mining or 
producing commodities in competition 
with private concerns may not engage in 
inter-State commerce. The prohibition is 
not te go into effect until May 1, 1908, 
which gives the corporations that have 
vested interests time to adjust themselves 
to the law’s conditions. 

Not once was the question of stock 
ownership by the same persons at the 
game time in carrier companies and coal 
mining companies mentioned. When the 
question came up a month ago under an 
amendment proposed by Senator La Fol- 
lette to prohibit carrier companies from 
leasing coal lands in tHe Indian Territory 
this matter of stock ownership was made 
the ground for refusing to pass his amend- 
ment. The Elkins amendment follows: 


From and after May 1, 1908, it shall be un- 
lawful for any common carrier to transport 
from any State, Territory, or District of the 
United States to any other State, Territory, 
or District of the United States, or to any for- 
elgn country, any article or commodity manu- 
factured, mined, = pee by it, or under 
its authority, or which it may own in whole or 
in part, or in which it may have any Interest, 
direct or indirect, except such articles or com- 
modities as may be necessary or used in the 
conduct of its business as a common carrier. 


There was sixty-seven votes for the 
amendment, Senator Aldrich leading off 
for it and being followed by all the Sena- 
tors of his group. Six votes were recorded 
against it: Ankeny, Bulkley, Clark of 
Wyoming, Pettus, and Warren. 

Senator Clark and his colleague, Senator 
Carter, made strenuous objection to the 
amendment because it would apply direc- 
ly, they declared, to copper mining com- 
panies that laid down roads to get out ore 
and haul it to their smelters. Clark com- 
plained bitterly and said he did not know 
what he could do in the plight in which 
the amendment would place him. It was 
urged upon his consideration that where 
commodities were to be used by the roads 
themselves they might engage in mining 
and traffic between the States without in- 
curring the penal force of the law. Car- 
ter, with this view in mind, voted for the 
amendment. 

Senator Elkins, having got the coal 
amendment through, lost no time in pro- 
posing his amendment ,compelling trunk 
roads to afford switching facilities and 
connections to spur lines running to In-~- 
dependent mines. This passed without a 
word of debate. 

Senator Bailey’s amendment putting ex- 
press companies and sleeping car com- 
panies under the law was passed like a 
flash. Then he continued with his 
emendment to compel the trunk lines to 
give through rates for spur lines on inter- 
State coal. Senator Dolliver pointed out 
that that provision was already in the 
bill as it came from the House, and the 
amendment was dropped. 

Senator Warner of Missouri offered the 
Jim Crow amendment providing that In- 
ter-State companies must give like ac- 
commodations to all passengers who pay 
the same price for travel. 

Foraker asked to have the words “ like 
accommodation "’ changed to the language 
he had in his amendment the other day, 
which was “ especially good service,’’ and 
so it went without a murmur from the 
Southern Senators. 

Senator La Follette offered his amend- 
ment on the long and short haul contro- 
versy, and the yeas and nays being called 
the amendment was defeated, La Follette 
and Cullom being the only Republican 


Senators to vote for it. The Republicans 
all voted against it and the Democrates 
voted solidly for it. The amendment was 
intended to apply to situations such as 
prevail at Spokane and Salt Lake City, 
where the transcontinental rate plus the 
rate back from San Francisco or Seattle 
is charged on freight from the Atlantic 


seaboard.

AMERICAN VESSELS SEIZED. 


Canadian Crulsers Capture Two Fish- 
ing Schooners Inside 3-Mile Limit. 


NORTH SYDNEY, C. B., May 9.—Two 
American fishing schooners were towed 
Into this port to-day by the Canadian 
cruisers Canada and Gladiator. 

The schooners, the Raymah, Capt. Ho- 
gan of Boston, and the Parthia, Capt. 
Seeley of Gloucester, were seized off Cape 
North, on the charge of fishing within 
the three-mile limit.

ALARM OVER GOLD DRAIN.

LONDON, May 9.—The recent drain of 
gold from England to New York is at- 
tracting the attention of the Government. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Asquith was 
the guest of the Bankers’ Association to- 
night, on which occasion he expressed the 
belief that the drain was only temporary, 
but admitted that it was disquieting be- 
cause it checked speculation and ham- 
pered trade. 

Mr. Asquith added that while under 


conditions of this kind they might always 
rely on the Bank of England to do its 
duty, he believed there was a growing 
feeling in the mercantile community that 
a share of the bank’s responsibility —— 
to be borne by other parts of the banking 
community of the country. 

The whole question, Mr. Asquith said, 
was one of grave and increasing import- 
ance and was at the present moment 
engaging his serious attention.

HAVANA, May 9.—During the session 
of the House of Representatives this aft- 
ernoon two revolver shots were fired in 
the portion of the hall occupied by specta- 
tors, causing great excitement. Several] 
of the members of the House drew weap- 
ons, fearing that it was a premeditated 
attempt to cause a riot. 

The man who fired the shots was quick- 
ly overpowered and arrested. His name is 
Gelasia Garcia, and he is a veteran of the 
revolution.

COST FIRM $150,000 


‘Robbed Harrison Snyder & Son of 
Philadelphia for Six Years, 


|MAKES A FULL CONFESSION. 


He Hid His Peculations by Falsifying 
Firm’s Books—Had a Power 
of Attorney.

PHILADELPHIA, May 9.—Edwin &. 
Greenfield, confidential clerk and manager 
for Harrison, Snyder & Son, brokers of 
229 Walnut Street, was arrested to-day, 
charged with the embezzlement of be-« 
tween $50,000 and $150,000. Arraigned be- 
fore Magistrate Gorman, he was held in 
$10,000 bail. Greenfield made a full ocon- 
fession. 

As a@ result of the defalcation a cred- 
itors’ petition to have George HB; Snyder, 
trading as Harrison, Snyder & Son, ad- 
judged an involuntary bankrupt wag filed 
in the United States District Court. 

The embezzler’s peculations extended 
over a term of six years. Most of the 


stolen money was lost in bucket shops 
and in stock operations conducted by 
Greenfield in the office of Harrison, Spy- 
der & Son, under fictitious names and 
accounts. 

The petitioning creditors in the suit 
entered are Lynford R. Ervien, with a 
claim of. $2,152.65; Richard C. Ballinger; 
$6,840.76, and Charles F. Scheerle, $1,900, 
as balances due on stocks purchased by 
Snyder for and on account of the peti- 
tioners. A petition to have Charles N, 
Vollum appointed receiver of the coricern 
Was also filed and will probably be acted 
upon to-morrow. 

Snyder said. that it was impossible to 
fully estimate the amount of Greenfield’s 
stealings until expert accountants, who 
have been working on the books since 
Monday, when the embezzlements were 
accidentally discovered, make a report. 
Mr. Snyder said ¢t was certain his losses 
would be nearer $150,000 than $50,000, 

“They may close me up for a while,” he 
said, ‘‘ but I am sure I shall weather the 
storm.” 

Brokers and other men prominent in the 
financial district in a position to speak 
with some authority concerning Snyders 
affairs said that the labilities would tota} 
about $152,000, with available assets of 
$40,000. They were also of the opinion 
that Greenfield’s peculations would run 
between $150,000 and $200,000. 

Greenfield, who is 30 years old and ltves 
at Ambler with his wife and two small 
children, had been in the employ of Har- 
rison Snyder & Son since boyhood, his 
steadiness and eagerness to advance hav- 
ing won for him a place in the regard 
of Harrison Snyder, Sr.,.who died about 
four years ago, and who was for many 
years well known on the Stock Exchange. 

He has had full charge of the affairs 
of the firm since the ownership was 
assumed by George E. Snyder, and held 
power of attorney in the transactions of 
his employer, who bestowed this mark of 
confidence upon him a few months ago 
when Mr. Snyder left for a vacation in 
California. This power of attorney *vas 
not rescinded on his return, thus con- 
tributing importantly to his success in 
converting the money of the firm to his 
own purposes. 

His detection was due to a report of an 
overdraft for $20,000 received from the 
Corn Exchange Bank, where the broker 
had usually a large deposit. The notice 
came Monday noon while Greenfield was 
at luncheon, and fell into the hands of an 


assistant. The latter, amazed, immediate- 
ly called the attention of Mr. Snyder to 
the notice. He was equally astonished, 
but refused to believe that it was not a 
matter his confidential clerk could readily 


explain. 
n his return Greenfield was summoned 


to the private office of his superior. 
i Startled and confysed by the inevitable 
detection, he began a rambling expla- 
nation which ended in a breakdown and 
confession of guilt. He spoke of his 
repeated losses in the bucket shops and 
of his manipulation of the firm’s books, 
entering fictitious names and false ac- 
counts, under which he was enabled to 


operate without detection. 
It is said that the embezzler’s salary 


was $28 a week. 


LINER AFIRE 19 HOURS. 


The Sarnia’s Skipper and Crew Did 
Fine Work Putting Out the Flames. 


The Atlas liner Sarnia of the Hamburg~- 
American Line, in yesterday from the 
West Indies, was on fire for nineteen 
hours on the voyage. The Sarnia sailed 
from Kingston last Thursday morning, 
Twenty miles north of that port the fira 
was discovered in the cargo space re- 
served for bananas and coffee.

| was reached the passengers were landed, 
and then the crew started to put the 
fire out, sure enough. 

The forward hatchway was opened, and 
immediately great tongues of flame leaped 
skyward. The men, both volunteers and 
crew, worked with a will, and poured 
great streams of water upon the flames, 
After working for several hours the fire 
was gotten under control. While they 
were fighting the flames it was found 
necessary to throw overboard several 
thousand bunches of bananas. The fire- 
fighters feared that the fire would extend 
beyond a partition where 2,000 bags of 
coffee and 1,000 boxes of bananas were, 
The fire did not reach there, but some 
damage was done by water. 

Five hours after the boat arrived at

Wednesday, I desire before the announcement 
of my action is formally made to. explain my 
reasons for the step to each of my co-Trustees. 

My relations with all the members of the 
board have been and are most cordial and har- 
monious. I do not wish my resignation to be 
interpreted as in any way indicating an opinion 
on my part that the members of the present 
board ought not to be re-elected. On the con- 
trary, I am most emphatically of the opinion 
that the interests of the policy holders will be 
best subserved by the re-election of the present 
members of the Board of Trustees. 

My reasons for resigning are purely personal 
and are these: The term of office for which I 
was last elected expires at the coming meeting 
of the board, except as such term of office has 
been extended by an act of the Legislature. It 
had been my intention for a long time past 
and prior to the recent investigation to retire 
from membership on the board at the expira- 
tion of my present term. For several years 
past my relations with the company have been 
merely those of a Trustee. I was at one time 
the general counsel of the company, although 
never receiving a salary or an annual retainer, 
but rendering my bills from time to time as 
services were rendered. Some fourteen years 
ago, however, a salaried solicitor was appoint- 
ed with my entire approval, to whom the ordi- 
nary _——— work of the company was 
committed, and from that time my services had 
been only in special matters and have gradual- 
ly decreased. I have received no fees from 
the company since 1902 except my Trustee fees 
for attending meetings of the board and of the 
Agency Committee, of which committee I have 
been a member. 

My attendance at meetings of the board and 
meetings of the Agency Committee has not been 
regular, for the reason that such meetings have 
been held in the middle of the day and in the 
middle of the week, ahd my engagements in 
court in the trial of oases have largely inter- 
fered with my attendance at these meetings. 
The impression, however, has prevailed among 
my brother lawyers throughout the coun‘ and 
even among the members of the board, that I 
was still in some sense or other general 
counsel of the company. That impression still 
prevails, and I find that I am held responsible 
for the affairs of the company by reason of 
that impression to a degree beyond that for 
which my brother Trustees are held responsible. 

Last Summer when the investigation of the 
company was impending, I was on the point of 
resigning, as I foresaw the labor and responsi- 
bility which would be thrown upon me during 
the Investigation. I did not, however, feel at 
liberty, under the circumstances, to withdraw 
until the investigation should be completed. 
While the investigation was in progress I felt 
it my duty to carefully read the stenographer’s 
minutes of the testimony taken before the 
Armstrong Committee from day to day, and to 
keep myself thoroughly informed as to the facts 
developed and to advise with my brother Trust- 
ees as to what action, if any, should be taken 
by the board with regard thereto. The result 
was that from the begnning of September unt!! 
the end of Decerhber my time was almost con- 
tinuously occupied with the affairs of this 
company and I was obliged to decline outside 
retainers and to almost entirely neglect my or 
dinary professional business. The consequence 
has been a most serious interference with my 
professional work. 


Won't Render a Biil. 


For my time and labor during the investiga- 
tion and since I have rendered and expedt to 
render no bill whatsoever to the company, as 


I regard the work done by me a* done in my 
capacity as a Trustee of the company and not 
as a lawyer. Messrs.-John G. Milburn and 
William A. Keener have been retained with my 
concurrence as special counsel to advise the 
special committee appointed by the members 
of this board, and to represent the company it- 
self in the matters and lawsuits growing out 
of the investigation. 

The investigation. of the company by the 
Armstrong Legislatfve Committee and by the 


the | Commissioners of the five States having now 


deen concluded, and the term of office for 
which I was elected having expired, I no longer 
feel called upon to give an amount of time and 
attention to the affairs of the company that 
would continue to interfere with my profes- 
sional work, especially as much of my work 
has been postponed and has accumulated on 
my hands and now imperatively demands my 
undvided attention. It is apparent to me that 
to give the requisite attention to my duties as 


Trustee during the coming months would pre- | 


vent my giving proper attention to my profes- 
sional duties, while on the other hand, the giv- 
ing of proper attention to my professional du- 
ties must seriously interfere with the atten- 
tion which I should feel called upon to give to 
my responsibilities as Trustee, if I were to re- 
main such. 

It is for these reasons, and for these reasons 
alone, that I expect to pesenes my resignation. 
I appreciate that there is a duty !mposed upon 
the Trustees of this company not to voluntarily 
desert the trust for the policyholders which 
has been imposed upon them, and not to sur- 
render such trust until the policyholders shall 
have selected those who are to be charged with 
the future management of the company’s af- 
fairs. It is only because I realize that I can- 
not adequately perform the duties of my trust 
without neglecting other duties and sacrificing 
other interests, that I feel at liberty to with- 
draw.

Light on the Investigation. 


Recent developments in New York Life 
affairs throw considerable light upon Mr. 
Hornblower’s resignation. The idea of 


suing the estate of John A. McCall for 
the contributions made to political cam- 
paign funds and for a part of the money 
spent by Andrew Hamilton has prac- 
tloally been abandoned. The idea pre- 
vails that the severity with which it 
was originally planned to pursue Ham- 
ilton himself has abated somewhat since 
it has become a matter of public knowl- 
edge how far committees of the Trustees 
of the New York Life were informed of 
these matters during the McCall admin- 
istration.

SUBPOENA FOR PEABODY. 
The Mutual’s President Summoned to 
the Insurance Grand Jury. 

District Attorney Jerome has issued a 
subpoena for Charles A. Peabody, Presi- 
dent of the Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany, compelling his attendance before 
the Special Grand Jury investigating in- 
surance matters. 

President Peabody, it is understood, will 
be a willing witness and will tell all he 
knows about the transactions carried on 
through the Mutual’s Department of Pur- 
chase and Supplies during the old régime, 
when Andrew C. Fields was its head in 
fact if not in name. 

Since Mr. Peabody started out on the 
task of searching the history of this de- 
partment he has had a special committee 
at work investigatitng its affairs, and he 
will be able to tell the Special Grand Jury 
a good many things the Armstrong Com- 
mittee was not able to learn. 

Mr. Jerome has not yet determined when 
Mr. Peabody will be called. With Andrew 
C. Fields, he will probably be one of the 
last witnesses in the investigation of the 
supply department. Mr. Jerome has re- 
ceived assurances that he can have the 
attendance of Richard A. McCurdy, for- 
mer President of the company, and his 
son, Robert H. McCurdy, any time he 
needs it. The elder McCurdy is in Europe, 
but Robert A. McCurdy is in this country 
and within easy reach of the courts. 

The witnesses before the Special Grand 
Jury yesterday were Edgar W. Rogers, a 
member of the firm of Lysander W. Law- 
rence & Co., which supplied printing and 
stationery to the Mutual’s supply de- 
partment, and was paid in the vouchers 
of Andrew C, Fields and Charles E. Par- 
sons, chief bookkeeper of that concern.

in the San Francisco fire. This action 
paeneraey. was decided upon yesterday 
at a meeting of twenty Western man- 
| ewers. At the same time there will be a 
large reduction in brokers’ commissions. 
“The rise in rates will not be a ‘flat 
advance.’ It will affect what are known 
as the unprofitable hazards, and will be 
confined chiefly to the congested district, 
bounded by Harrison Street, the river, 
and the lake. The stock yards also will 
be considered as. congested territory in 
the advance of rates, and likewise cer- 
tain manufacturing sections. Fireproof 
buildings will be exempt from the in- 
orease, 

“It is probable that the advance will 
be made throughout the entire district 
controlled by the Western Union, extend- 
ing from ennsylvania to the Rocky 
Mountains. 

“‘An insurance manager, speaking on 
| rates outside of Chicago, said that there 
should be a flat advance of 50 per cent. 
in Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri, 
Kentucky, and Tennessee. It was noted 

that he represents what is known as a 
non-union company. Eighty companies in 
Chicago and the West belong to the 
Western Union. Fifty companies are in 
the independent class.

Wife and Child Starving at Home— 

Woman Faints in Court. 

The shrill cry of a woman startled the 
spectators in the General Sessions Court 
yesterday, when Judge O’Sullivan re- 
manded Edward MacDavitt, a driver, to 
jthe Tombs on his plea of guilty to a 
| charge of assault in the first and second 
degrees. Turning to the back of the court- 
room, the attendants saw MacDavitt’s 
wife on the floor, a baby in her arms, and 
three of her children sobbing over her. 
She had fallen from her seat, fainting, 
when she heard the Judge’s decision. 

Court attendants carried the woman into 
an adjoining room, and then found that 
Marion, one of the children, had fainted, 
too, After a physician had een called in 
to revive them the woman told her story. 
MacDavitt, whose home is at 628 Water 
Street, had been in prison nearly two 
months. During that time no money had 
been coming in. Mrs. MacDavitt, a hard- 
working, respectable woman, too proud to 
beg, had sold or pawned nearly all their 
belongings. After the money had 
out the family had starved. They ha 
their last meal on Monday morning. 

A court officer was sent by Judge 
O'Sullivan to the MacDavitt flat, 
found it almost bare of furniture. 
was bought for the woman and the 
children, and they ate ravenously. The 
husband, the evildoer, had had a better 
oe in prison, for he at least had been 
ed. 

The Judge, the jury, and the court at- 
tendants made _up a purse of about $10 
for Mrs. MacDavitt and her children. 
The complainant in the case was Albert 
Hammock, a negro laborer of 281 West 
Sixtieth Street. e had been laid up for 
two weeks as a-result of the assault com- 
mitted by MacDavitt, who struck him on 
the head with a pickaxe. After a glance 
at the woman and her little ones he said 
he could not see his way olear to press 
the complaint. That made it possible 


for Judge O'Sullivan to let the driver go 
under a suspended sentence. 


LIFE PRISONERS PARDONED, 


Governor Frees Two—One Was a Mur- 
derer, the Other Wrecked a Train. 


OSSINING, May 9.—Gov. Higgins par- 
doned two prisoners to-day who had been 
sentenced to life imprisonment, one for 
murder and the other for having wrecked 
a train on ,jthe New York Central Rail- 
road. 

William Kelly, one of the men released, 
was sentenced to life imprisonment thirty- 
five years ago for killing his wife in New 
York City. He 18 now 85 years of age, 
and for the last year or so he has become 
a burden on the State and unable to work. 
Since his arrival he has been doing la- 
borious work. He has always been a well 
behaved prisoner and trusted by all the 
keepers. e is a veteran of the civil war, 
and was the oldest man in the prison 
here. To-day a daughter of the old man 
came to the geson and took him back to 
her home in Jamaica, L. I.

He is now about 30 years of age. He was 
one of three = men who wrecked a 
train on the New York Central at Utica 
twelve years ago.

ATTORNEY GENERAL ‘ACTS 
AGAINST DRUG TRUST 


Seeks an Injunction to. Prevent 
Control of Prices. 


SUIT BROUGHT IN INDIANA 


Proprietary and Wholesale and Retail 
Druggists’ Associations Named as 
Defendants—Conspiracy Charged. 
| 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—The Attorney 
General to-day made public the following 
statement: 

“The Government has to-day filed in 
the Circuit Court of the United States for 
the District of Indiana a petition for an 
injunction against certain associations, 
corporations, and individuals comprising 
what is commonly known as the Drug 
Trust of the United States. 

“The parties defendant, specifically 
named in the bill, have voluntarily com- 
bined together to control the prices at 
which proprietary medicines and drugs 
shall be sold to the consumer through the 
retail druggists in violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. 

“The parties to the combination include 
the Proprietary Association of America, 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation, and the National Association of 
Druggists. 

“The Proprietary Association of Amer- 
ica is an unincorporated association of 90 
per cent. of all the manufacturers and 
proprietaries of patent medicines, drugs, 
and proprietary articles in the United 
States. 

‘The National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation is also an unincorporated asso- 
ciation composed of nearly all the whole- 
sale druggists in the United States. These 
wholesale drugyists act as the distributing 
agents for the manufacturers and proprie- 
taries of patent medicines, chemicals, 
drugs, and proprietary articles, purchas- 
ing the same direct from the manufact- 
urers and supplying the same to the retail 
cruggists in various parts of the country. 

“The National Association of Retail 
Druggists is an unincorporated associa- 
tion, composed of delegates from affiliated 
local associations of retail druggists lo- 
cated in the various States of the United 
States, and it is claimed that this associa- 
tion, through its affiliations, has a mem- 
bership of about 20,000 or nearly all the 
retail druggists in the United States who 

urchase and sell patent medicines, chem- 
cals, drugs, and proprietary articles to 
the consumer. 

‘“*Each of these three associations have 
officers who are charged with the trans- 
action of the business of the respective 
associations. These officers are made 
parties defendant to the suit, as well as 
certain other individuals, firms, and cor- 
porations who are members of the re- 
spective associations. 

“The bill charges in substance that 
these three associations, their officers, 
delegates, and members have entered into 
a conspiracy to arbitrarily fix and regu- 
late the price at which patent medicines, 
drugs, and proprietary articles shall be 
sold to the consumer, and that they have 
established rules and regulations to en- 

“No retail druggist can obtain goods 
from a wholesale druggist or a manu- 
facturer of a proprietary medicine unless 
such retail druggist becomes a member of 
the National Association of Retail Drug- 
gists, and in order to become such mem- 
ber he must agree to observe the estab- 
lished price at which such proprietary 
medicines shall be sold to the consumer. 

“If the druggist, after becoming a mem- 
ber of the National Association of Retail 

iggists, cuts prices in the sale of such 
articles to the consumer, he is immediate- 
ly placed upon the list of what is known 
as ‘aggressive cutters,’ and thereafter 
such. retail druggist is unable to obtain 
from any manufacturer who Is a member 
of the Proprietary Association, or from 
any other wholesale pay om who is a 
member of the Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation, any of the commodities which 
may be manufactured and sold by them 
or any of them. 

“Henry W. Loder of Philadelphia re- 
cently brought suit in the United States 
Circuit Court for the Eastern District of 
Pennsylvania, under Section 7 of the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust act, against these three 
associations, The evidence produced upon 
the trial for the purpose of showing the 
existence of a conspiracy established a 
case substantially the same as _ that 
charged in the Government’s bill. Judge 
Holland, before whom that case was tried, 
in his charge to the jury, held that such 
evidence was sufficient to show a combina- 
tion in restraint of trade within the mean- 
ing of the first section of the Federal 
Anti-Trust act, and the plaintiff obtained 
a substantial verdict. 

‘“*For several months prior to the trial 
of the Loder case in Philadelphia the De- 
partment of Justice had been engaged in 
the investigation of this conspiracy. The 
Attorney-General, having reached the con- 
clusion that the combination is one pro- 
hibited by the terms of the Sherman An- 
ti-Trust act, has directed the District At- 
torney for the district of Indiana to file 
this bill. 

‘An injunction is prayed for prohibit- 
ing these associations from acting in con- 
cert for the purpose of maintaining prices, 
and the individuals, firms, and corpora- 
tions who are members of the res ective 
associations from acting together for the 
purpose of maintaining uniform prices to 
the consumers throughout the United 
States.”’ 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 9.—Acting under 
instructions form Attorney-General Moody, 
Joseph B. Kealing, United States District 
Attorney, to-day filed in the United States 
Court, before Judge A. B. Anderson, a 
petition for an injunction ainst several 
corporations and individuals comprising 
what is alleged to be a drug trust. 


CHICAGO, May 9.—Thomas V. Wooten, 
Secretary of the National Association of 
Retail Druggists, when informed this aft- 
ernoon of the action taken by the Attor- 
ney General, said: 

“The action is a surprise to me, and 
this is the first that I have heard that 
anything of the kind was contemplated. 
We are not in any trust, nor are we a 

arty to any agreement to hold up prices. 

Ve do endeavor to get from individual 
proprietors contracts by virtue of which 
price cutting will be prevented. 

We do this simply for the protection of 
the men who handle the goods and not 
with any desire or intention of putting up 
prices on the consumer.”’ 


THINK INJUNCTION A JOKE, 


Proprietary Association Had a Good 
Laugh Over the News. 


Much merriment was caused at the 
meeting of the Proprietary Association 
of America yesterday when somebody 
brought in an afternoon paper and read 
from it the story of the petition for an 
injunction against the drug trust. Every- 
body in the association, said President 


Cheney afterward, took the petition as 
a joke. 

How can they enjoin us from doing 
what: we are not doing!” he _ asked. 
“The whole thing is absurd. There is 
no such thing as a drug trust. The 
phrase is a misnomer—coined from ignor- 
ance of the real functions of the Proprie- 
tary Association.” 

The body of which Mr. Cheney is Pres- 
ident has been in session two days at 
the Hotel Astor. In it are most of the 
important patent medicine manufacturers 
of the United States and a great many 
of the smaller concerns. All the sessions 
so far have been executive. 

“We had nearly adjourned this after- 
noon,” President Cheney continued, 
“when somebody came into the room and 
showed me this article about this peti- 
tion for an injunction. I had it read 
aloud to the meetin, and we all had a 
good laugh over it. There never has been 
any sort of conspiracy to keep prices 
either up or down. I give you my word 
that never, even in our most secret meet- 
ings, has there ever been any peapetet 
to enter into any such combination. It 
would be impossible, anyway. There is 
no uniformity of products, in the first 
place, and men who sell many varieties 
of articles could not establish a uniform 

rice. 

Pie The allegation that no retail druggist 
can obtain goods from a wholesale drug- 
gist or from a manufacturer of proprie- 
tary medicines unless he joins the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Druggists is 
simply untrue. Every single manufacturer 
exercises his oo judg ment inthe retail 
druggists he deals with." 

Delegations from the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association and the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Druggists 
were at the Hotel Astor yesterday, and 
were received separately by the Proprie- 
tary Association. Members of the re- 
tailers’ organization did not hesitate to 
charge jealous physicians with being be- 
hind the Government suit.

BRT. TID UP 
AGAIN AT RUSH HOUR| 


Thousands Tramp the Bridge and 
Then Home in Brooklyn. 


BIG POWER HOUSE FAILED 


And the Other Stations Didn’t Have 
Enough Electricity to Keep the 
Bridge and Brooklyn Lines Busy. 


As a result of the short circuiting of the 


electric current in the Brooklyn Rapid 


Transit Company’s central power house, 
at Third Avenue and Third Street, and 
the disabling of the main switchboard 
there, there was a tie-up of trolley, ele- 
vated, and bridge car traffic early last 
evening, which was the most extensive 
experienced in Brooklyn in a long time. 
On a dozen or more lines travel was at a 
standstill for about an hour, there being 
a great jam of passengers at the Park 
Row end of the Brooklyn Bridge. 

Thousands of homeward-bound . Brook- 
lynites, who usually cross on the trolley 
or bridge cars, were compelled to walk 
across the structure, while in Brooklyn 
passengers found themselves stalled in 
“dead” cars far from their destinations. 

The accident happened at 5 o’clock just 
as the heavy evening traffic was setting 
in. All of the surface and’ elevated lines 
depending directly on the Tihrd Avenue 
plant for power were immediately tied 
up, while other lines were also soon af- 
fected by the diverting of electricity from 
their power houses to help the lines first 
affected. All the cars crossing the bridge 
came to a standstill at the very start, 
and stopped running for an hour. 

Meanwhile eager SBrooklynites were 
swarming to the bridge. Elevated trains 
and Subway trains were discharging their 
loads of passengers, and the multitudes 
from Park Row and City Hall Park 
poured in, and began fighting and push- 
ing their way toward the bridge train 
stations and the starting points of the 
Brooklyn trolleys. 

Policeman Broderick, who was at the 
head of the central bridge stairway, 
noticed that the crowd was increasing 
every minute, and guessed that something 
was wrong somewhere. He managed to 
fight his way through the crowd to the 
street level and notitfy Capt. Brophy, who 
immediately detailed Roundsmen and 
patrolmen to the different stairways and 
platforms to keep back the crowds. 

Passengers on trains caught in the mid- 
dle of the structure scrambled down to the 


roadways and completed their journeys on 
foot. n a'short time the Mankattan 
terminal of the bridge became pocned with 
fuming and fretting Brooklynites anxious 
to get to their homes. When it was seen 
that the tie-up was likely to last for a 
long time the crowds flocked.to the prom- 
enade. It was estimated that 40,000 per- 
sons walked across the bridge during the 
suspension of car traffic. When they 
reached the other side they found that 
they were not any better off, as there 
were no cars running. Hundreds walked 
all the way to their homes, the others 
waiting impatiently and tedlously for 
traffic to be resumed. 

Among the Brooklyn lines affected were 
the Bay Ridge, Bath Beach, Lexington 
Avenue, and Myrtle Avenue elevated 
roads, and the Fulton Street, Flatbush 
Avenue, Seventh Avenue, Bergen Street, 
St. John’s Place, Court Street, Third and 
Fifth Avenue surface lines. While re- 
_— were being hurriedly made in the 

hird Avenue power house other power 
stations were drawn upon for power, but 
they were able to contribute only enough 
to start the cars moving at a snail’s pace. 
It was about two hours before the affect- 
ed lines were in full running order again. 

At the office of Vice President and 
General Manager John F. Calderwood of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company 
ignorance of the cause of the tle-up was 
expressed. 

“We don’t know what caused the 
trouble,’’ a man there said in answer to 
inquiries. ‘‘Come around in the morning 
and we will be able to tell you.” 

While ascending the stairs in the Brook- 
lyn terminal of the bay Mrs. Mary 
Anido, 35 years old, of 3,004 Ninth Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, fainted in the crush. After 
she had been revived she was taken to 
her home by friends. One woman lost 
her pocketbook in the crush at the Man- 
hattan end, but got it back. 

At 7:15 o’clock last evening, while a mo- 
tor car was being shifted from the ele- 
vated station at Thirty-sixth Street and 
Fifth Avenue, Brooklyn, to the yard, the 
front motor jumped the track and tied 
up the Bay Ridge, West End, and Coney 
Island lines of elevated trains for sev- 
eral hours. One of the tracks remained 
clear, and was used for moving tie 
trains in both directions. Theatre crowds 
were on the trains which were delayed. 

A short time before a wire went down 
at New Utrecht Avenue and Eighty- 
fourth Street, where the elevated trains 
run on the street level. The wire had 
scarcely been put up before the second 
accident again tied up the West. End 


line.

“Some time ago the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company sougnt 
the franchise, but was opposed by Bor- 
ough President Coler, who believes that 
the street may some day be used in con- 


nection with a railroad owned by the 
city. 
fter much controversy, Mr. Coler 

recommended to the Board of Estimate 
that if the franchise was given to any 
company it should be granted on the con- 
ditions that any other street railway com- 
any so desiring be privileged to use the 
racks, eying ts share of the expense, 
and that the -_ if it obtained authority 
from the State, have the right to use the 
tracks without any charge to it.

President John L. Heins of the Coney 
Island & Brooklyn Company, which oper- 
ates the Smith Street and De Kalb 
nue systems, has written to the Board of 
Estimate applying for a franchise in Liv- 
ingston Street and for franchises in Elm 
Place, Bond and Nevins Streets and Flat- 
bush Avenue, so as to have connections 
between Livingston and Fulton Streets 
and the new Manhattan Bridge. Mr. 
Heins writes that the Se agree 
to the conditions proposed by Mr. Coler.

DECLARES THE B. R. T. 
LOSES 65 FRANCHISES 


Bell’s Assertion Based on the 
Saratoga Avenue Decision. 


UNUSED GRANTS FORFEITED 


Court of Appeals Decision Endangers 
Many Franchises Which Brooklyn’s 
“Cold 13” Aldermen Gave. 


According to the view of Assistant Cor 
poration Counsel James D. Bell of Brook- 
lyn, a decision of the Court of Appeals, 
handed down in Albany yesterday, takes 
away from the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company not fewer than sixty-five fran- 
chises given to its subsidiary companies 
by the Board of Aldermen in 1898. 

The opinion of the Court of Appeals 
stafns the judgment of Justice William 
J. Kelly of the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, 
in an action brought by the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company to compel the 
Commissioner of Public Works of that 
borough to permit the construction of a 


railroad in Saratoga Avenue. Justice 
Kelly decided that .ae franchise had be- 
come invalid because the companies had 
not begun operations within five years of 
the granting of the-franchise. 

Other actions haye been begun to de- 
clare invalid old’ franchises on which 
work has not béen begun within ten 
years. It is expected that these actions 
will be as successful as the Saratoga 
Avenue case. 

The officials of the railroad company 
declined to discuss the decision of the 
Court of Appeals, as no copy of the de- 
cision had reached the offices of the com- 
pany. 

In 1893 a combination that. became 
known as the “cold thirteen ’’ controlled 
the Brooklyn Board of Aldermen. Their 
acts caused the downfall of the Demo- 
cratic ticket, headed by Mayor Boody, at 
the election that year. Among the acts 
that caused them to be defeated was the 
wholesale granting of franchises to the 
Broadway, the Brooklyn City, and the 
Nassau electric railroads. All these com- 
anies are now in the Brooklyn Rapid 
Kransit System. These franchises, many 
of which have not been used, are very 
valuable now. 

The decision of the Court of Appeals was 
unanimous, Judge O’Brien being *absent. 
Judge Hiscock, who wrote the opinion, 
said that under the laws of 1901 the com- 
pany had absolutely forfeited its fran- 
chise to build the road in Saratoga Avenue 
and all its rights thereunder. 

The city, the court held, had regained 
by forfeiture all of the rights which it 
once had granted to the conipany. Both 
parties had been restored, in other words 
to precisely the same position they had 
occupied before the franchise was granted. 

Got Bell thinks that if the company 
again applies for franchise in all the 
sixty-five cases it will meet with many 
refusals. 

The franchises, which, it is asserted, are 
affected are for streets the most of which 
are In the East New York or Eastern Dis- 
trict sections of Brooklyn.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 9.—The par- 
ticipants and accessories to the historic 
ceremony of the opening of the first rep- 
resentative Assembly of Russia have all 
gathered in St. Petersburg. Only Em- 
peror Nicholas and the imperial family 
are awaited. They are expected to arrive 
in the morning by sea from Peterhof, to 
which place they were removed from 
Tsarkoe-Selo to-day. 

The Emperor’s personal escort of picked 
Circassian Cossacks arrived to-day by a 
special train. Other trains brought a 
mixed battalion composed of detachments 
from all the guard regiments, who are to 
keep watch over the Emperor’s apart- 
ments and those of the ladies and gen- 
tlemen of the court and high functionar 
ies who are to take part in the reception 
to-morrow. 

Three imperial yachts, which will con- 


vey the members of the imperial family, 
the Court, ana the sultes to St. Peters- 
burg, are lying with steam up in the 
river. The route and other plans for 
the journey are guarded with the. great- 
est secrecy, but it is understood that 
the imperial party in the morning will 
Jand at the imperial dock in front of | 
the Winter Palace, thus avoiding the 
necessity of passing through the streets 
of the capital. Immediately after the 
ceremony they will return to Peterhof. 

The most sensational news of the day 
was contained in the announcement of the 
names of the apppointive members of the 
Council of the hepire. in which list Count 
‘Witte is conspicuously absent. No ex- 
planation is obtainable, but the omission 
of the former Premier's name would seem 
to indicate either an open slight on the 
part of the Emperor or a determination 
on Count Witte’s part to withdraw alto- 
gether from public affairs. 

In either case there is a complete break 
between the monarch and the servitor 
whose monument is the national Parlia- 
ment. It is understood that Count Witte 
will leave immediately for a foreign coun- 
try. It is not known whether he will par- 
ticipate in to-morrow’s ceremony.

NO PANAMA REVOLUTIONS.

NO DANGER OF DISSOLUTION 


Underwriters Say They Will Not Suf- 
fer from Competition—Compromise 
on Commissions Likely. 


At a fully attended meeting which last- 
ed more than an hour and a half yester- 
day, the New York Fire Insurance Ex- 
| change refused to rescind its action rais- 
ing rates in this city from 10 to 25 per 
cent. because of the San Francisco fire. 
Henry Evans, President of the Continen- 
tal Insurance Company, later withdrew 
the resignation of his company from the 
| Exchange upon the advice of his counsel,

This resolution re- 
ceived but two favorable votes, those of 
Mr. Evans and Marshall 8. D. Riggs, 
President of the Williamsburg City Fire 
Insurance Company. 

After the meetitng Mr. Evans was asked 
whether the Continental would raise its 
rates. He replied: 
| “*Most certainly not. I merely with- 
| drew my resignation because Judge Alton 
|B. Parker and David Rumsey, my counsel, 
advised me that the action of the Ex- 
| change was illegal anyhow, as being in re- 
;straint of trade and in forming a mo- 
;nopoly. But the main reason is that the 
|Continental does not intend to saddle 
upon its New York policy holders any of 
| the San Francisco losses.” 

In view of Judge Parker's opinion that 
the original action of the Exchange last 
week in raising rates was in violation of

The Association Applauds Timorously 
as It Hears of the Workings 
of the Commission. 


In the role of a lion in a den of Daniels 
President William F. Baker of the 
Municipal Civil Service Comniission 
stirred up a good deal of excitement and 
fun at the annual dinner of the Civil 
Service Reform Association at the Hotel 
Astor last night. 

About 130 reformers, men and women, 
sat about small tables over their after- 
dinner coffee and laughed and applauded 
a little doubtfully while Mr. Baker talked 
about the workings of reform. 

The speaker said it was the first time 
he had ever been invited to dine with the 
association. “In fact,” he added, ‘‘I sup- 
pose this is to be regarded as my début, 
as a Democrat, in reform.’’ He then said 
that just before he entered upon his pres- 
ent office Bird S. Coler, his predecessor, 
had let down the bars to the Civil Ser- 
vice reformers and told them they should 
have everything they wanted around the 
office. ‘‘ Probably,’’ observed Mr. Baker, 
“‘ because Mr. Coler himself wasn’t in the 
office very much of the time.”’ 

As soon as he became President of the 


commission Mr. Baker declared he put up 
the bars again with the legend, ‘‘ Reform- 
ers and politicians look alike to us.” 

‘* Whereupon,” said Mr. Baker, “ our 
friends began to tell us that would never 
do. ‘First thing you know,’ they said, 
‘you'll be investigated.’ We didn’t be- 
lieve it. But pretty soon, sure enough, the 
State Commission came marching down 
and looked us alk over thoroughly. We 
expected up to the last to get off easily. 
But, alas! the State Commission brought 
in a majority and a minority report. 

“The Municipal Commission agraed 
unanimously that one of those reports 
covered the situation fairly and fully. 
But it was the minority one that we ap- 


proved. 

“I must say,” continued Mr. Baker, 
‘that I've found this Reform Association 
the handiest kind of thing to have 
around. You see, we can always lay the 
blame on it for things we have to do 
but don’t want to.” 

“When you have 6,300 applicants at 
once for patrolmen’s positions, and when, 
as happened last year, you examine 30,000 
candidates for different departments of 
the service there are bound to be slips. 

Other speakers were Charles F. Milli- 
ken, President of the New York State 
Civil Service Commission, who talked of 
the square deal in public service; Robert 
D. Jenks, Secretary of the Pennsylvania 
Reform Association, who described the 
great change in Philadelphia; f£verett 
Colby of New Jersey, who said the great 
need now was the substitution of new 
ideas for the older ones that destructive 
criticism is tearing down, and Dr. L. T. 
Chamberlain, who summarized the 
speeches of the evening and extolled the 
felicities of co-operation. William G. Low 
was toastmaster. 

Before the dinner a brief business meet- 
ing was held and officers were elected for 
the ensuing year. Carl Schurz Is the| 
new President. 

Elliot H. Goodwin, Secretary of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, read the annual re- 
port, which reviewed the work accom- 
plished by the association last year.

HALF OF SUTRO LIBRARY 
SAFE AT SAN FRANCISCO 


Building Containing 125,000 Vol- 
umes Escaped Flames, 


QUICK INSURANCE PAYMENTS 


Wages of Laborers Fixed at $2.50— 
University of California Fac- 
ulty to be Cut. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 9.—The fact 
that the Montgomery Block escaped the 
fire that destroyed all the business houses 
around it saved to the Sutro heirs 125,000 
volumes, or half, of the valuable reference 
library gathered by the late Adolph Sutro. 

After Mr. Sutro’s death the library, 
which was one of the most valuable in the 
United States, was stored in the Mont- 
gomery Block and in the Battery Street 
warehouse. Only the books in the ware- 
house were destroyed. Among the rare 
books that were saved were early Shake- 
Speare quartos, misprinted Bibles, Ben 
Johnson's works in the original folio edi- 
tion, and a valuable collection of Revolu- 
tionary and civil war pamphlets. 

The curtaiJment of the income of the 
University of California owing to the loss 
of revenue from the San Francisco build- 
ings owned and from the shortage in the 
assessment roll will make it necessary 
to reduce the Faculty. The university will 
lose $60,000 yearly income from the San 
Francisco buildings that were burned, 
and the assessable property has been so 
cut down that the university income from 
the State will be reduced $50,000 yearly. 
The cost of maintaining the university is 
$550,000 yearly, of which $300,000 is spent 
for salaries. The Faculty must be cut 
one-third. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 9.—Financial 
interests to-day centered in the announce- 
ment: made by the insurance companies 
that {In the immediate future they will 
pay the losses of the fire sufferers. 

“What will be the effect of the pay- 
ment of this insurance money?’ was 
asked of James D: Phelan, Chairman of 
the Finance Committee. 

‘* Nothing could do more good,” he re- 
plied. ‘‘ When the money is pala out to 
the people, it will put them on their feet, 
It will bring about an early resumption 
of norma! conditions.”’ 

At the meeting of the Reconstruction 
Committee to-day a resolution was adopt- 
ed declaring that the wages for public 
and = employment of ordinary and 
unskilled labor should be $2.50 for nine 
hours. This rate has been fixed by the 
Building Trades Council. 

Gen. Greely has asked employers to pay 
their men something at least daily, so 
that they may be able to pay for their 
meals, 

‘““We are establishing 15-cent kitchens 
all over the city,"’ said Gen Greely, ‘‘ and 
if the men employed could have their 
wages promptly paid it will greatly assist 
the work of rellef.’’ 

To-day’s applications for relief show a 
decrease of 10,000.

‘SUIT TIES UP NEW BELLEVUE. 


{Mandamus Is the Only Solution of Dr. 
Brannan’s Tangle with State Board. 


Corporation Counsel Delany announced 
|} yesterday there would probably be no 
solution of the tangle between the State 
| Board of Charities and Dr. J. W. Bran- 
|nan, Superintendent of Bellevue and allied 
| hospitals, until Attorney General Mayer 
has obtained a decision on mandamus pro- 
| ceedings he is about to institute. Mean- 
| time nothing can be done toward building 
‘the new Bellevue Hospital, which Dr. 
/Brannan has planned and to which the 
city officials have assented. 

According to Dr. Brannan’s plan the 
new hospital would have 2,400 beds. The 
State Board of Charities is opposed to the 
| erection of hospitals with more than 1,000 
beds, believing in smaller institutions and 
more of them. Some time ago Commis- 
| sioner Stewart of the State board demand- 
}ed the plans for the new institution. Dr. 
| Brannan refused to give them up. The 
| State board held that under the law its 
}assent to the plans was necessary before 
}the construction of the new buildings 
‘cculd be begun. Dr. Brannan insisted that 
| Bellevue did not come under the jurisdic- 
tion of the State board, because it. had 
| been separately established by the Legis- 
lature. 

When the State board took the matter 
before Attorney General Cunneen, then in 
office, he wrote an opinion, deciding 
against Dr. Brannan’s contention. Attor- 
ney General Mayer recently prepared a 
| still more decided opinion in favor of the 
State board. As a result Dr. Brannan has 
cailed on Corporation Counsel Delany for 
advice and support. 

‘*So many delicate legal points are in- 
volved,"’ said Mr. Delany yesterday, “ that | 
the entire matter will have to go to the} 
courts, and it had better be decided now 
than later. The Attorney General is pre- | 
paring mandamus proceedings against Dr. 
Brannan, and they will .be begun next! 
week. Then a settlement can be had.”’

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CITY’S CREDIT STRONG, 
SAYS F. A. VANDERLIP 


No Corrupt Ring Could Shake It, 
He Tells Bankers. 


‘DEBT SHRINKS WHEN STUDIED 


Mr. Vanderlip Finds That Taxpayers 
Feel the Burden of Only About 
$250,000,000 In Bonds.

| Frank A Vanderlip, Vice President of 
|the National City Bank, speaking before 
| the annual convention of the Savings 
;Bank Association of the State of New 
| York, in the Chamber of Commerce yes- 
| terday, made the prediction that the same 
|4 per cent. bonds which the city sold at 
|par only a month or so ago would sell 
| within ten years at 125. 

| Mr. Vanderlip’s subject was “' New York 
| City’s Credit,” and in the course of his 
j address, after the routine business of the 
| convention had been finished, he made an 
| exhaustive analysis of the city’s financial 
position, in which the Amalgamated Asso- 
clation members, as holders of §122,000,000 
|} of New York bonds, are vitally concerned. 
“Any one whose opinions are influ- 
|; enced by newspaper headlines,”’ he said, 
“must recently have come to the, con- 
clusion that there is something radically 
| wrong with the financial position of New 
York. During the last few weeks we 
have repeatedly read of the legacy of 
$700,000,000 or more of indebtedness which 
| Mayor McClellan is likely to leave to Tis 
successor. It hag been pointed out that 


|years since its consolidation has in- 
|creased from $225,000,000 te more than 
$600, 000,000. 

“We have been assured that munici- 
pal expenditures must cease. We have 
been warned that we are already close 
to the debt limit. It has been pointed out 
that the city has been piling up debt obli- 
| gations at the rate of more than $1,000,000 
la week for future administrations te deal 
with, and that soon expenditures must 
halt because the constitutional limit of 
maximum lawful indebtedness will be 
reached. 

“It is not alone in newspaper headlines, 
however, that basis is to be found for 

essimistic views regarding the credit of 
New York City. The combined judgment 
of investors, as reflected in the market 
quotations for New York City bonds, has 
been telling a disturbing story. Some 
jyears ago the city was able to float 
$9,000,000 of bonds bearing 24% per cent. 
interest, and to sell them at par or above. 

“Then its credit position changed. It 
was forced to issue 8 per cent. bonds, 
then 8% per cent., and recently it has 
found it no longer possible to put out 8% 
| per cent. bonds, and the rate has been 
| advanced to 4 per cent. a rate beyond 
which the charter limitations will not per- 
mit the eity to borrow money. These 4 

er cent. bonds were sold at a premium, 
but the market has not been buoyant, and 
ithe pessimists believe the next issue 
offered will probably go for a less pre- 
mium than did the réetent issue. 

“The rate for money by no means fully 
accounts for the present state of the mar- 
ket’s measure of the city’s credit. There 
are to-day many railroad bonds selling at 
higher prices than the bonds of the City 
lof New York, although the railroad bonds 
possess none of the extremely favorable 
iax exemption features which the city 
bonds have. 

“The continuity of the city’s finances 
is well illustrated by the fact that some 
of the sinking funds date back for their 
authorization to the laws of 1844. Through 
all the changes of municipal life since that 
time the pledges of these sinking funds 
have been kept inviolate. 

‘“In view of all these facts, this declin- 
ing state of public credit would seem 
then to be more than an _ ordinary 
i financial puzzle. The answer is to be 
|found in a single fact. The sole bagis 
for an unfavorable view of the credit 
of the City of New York lies in the lack 
of a clear understanding of the true 
strength of New York's financial pos!- 
tion. A careful analysis of the finances 
of the city and a fair appreciation of 
the political considerations affecting the 
city’s credit must lead one to the con- 
rowing disfavor which 
nvestors have shown

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Testimony From 
Victims of Telephone Duplication

BOUT 1,200 letters from business men from every city of 50,000 population in the United-States, having two 
telephone systems, are on file in the office of the Comptroller of the City of New York. 

A very large majority state that their annual outlay for telephone service has considerably increased, the 

use of both systems by business men being compulsory. Other objections stated are: Inconvenience of con- 

sulting two directories, of having two telephones on the desk, and of answering two rings at once; the impossibility of 
communication between the exclusive users of rival systems ; ; and the damage to and obstruction of streets. 

The only benefits claimed are improved service in those cities where the service was formerly bad, and an increase in 

These claims have no pertinence to New York, whose telephone service 1s already the best 
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the number of telephone users. 


in the world, and whose telephone development exceeds that of all other cities of the first class. 
Below are extracts from some of these letters, which demonstrate that telephone duplication results in increased outlay 


and an inferior service: 


ATLANTA, GA. 


LAMAR AND RANKIN DRUG 
STORE COMPANY, Wholesale Drug- 
gists: We have two telephone com- 
panies in our city, and find it a nui- 
sance instead of a benefit. 


ROBERT F. MADDOX, Vice-Presi- 
dent MADDOX-RUCKER BANKING 
COMPANY: Second company is in no 
way a benefit. It forced nearly all 
business houses to subscribe to two 
‘phones. To the interest of any city 
to have one well operated company 
rather than two systems. 


ATLANTA NATIONAL BANK, by 
Charles E. Currier, President: Would 
infinitely prefer a single teiephone sys- 
tem. Are afflicted with two systems, 
costing double what it would under one 
management, and with poorer results. 

ATLANTA SUPPLY . COMPANY, 
Cotton Mill Supplies: T'wo lines of tele- 
phones are a nuisance as well as an 
expense. 

FOURTH NATIONAL BANK, by 
Charles I. Ryan, Asst. CasHier: It is 
necessary for all business houses to 
take both telephones, which imposes 
financial hardship upon the business 
public without any compensating: ad- 
vantage in return. 

BECK & GREGG HARDWARE 
COMPANY, Wholesale Hardware: In 
plain English, a second telephone is 
an infernal nuisance. 

FULTON BAG AND COTTON 
MILLS: Has increased our expense, 
because the rates of the first conipany 
Were never lowered, and _ therefore 
what we pay for the second system is 
merely an additional expense. Further, 
there is a great deal more work to at- 
tend to two systems. 

KEELY COMPANY, Department 
Store: Competition has increased our 
outlay for telephone service about 30 
per cent., with no appreciable improve- 
ment in the same, 

COLE. ROBERT LOWRY, President 
Lowry National Bank: Two systems 
are really a ouisance and needless ex- 
pense.

HAMBER OF COMMERCE: Com- 
petition has increased ennual outlay 
just the amount we have to pay for the 
opposition telephone. It has not re- 
duced rates and has compelled mer- 
chants and others to have both tele- 
pnones. 


BALTIMORE, MD. 


CARROLL, ADAMS & CO., Boots 
and Shoes: ‘‘here are no particular ad- 
vantages. At least, we have seen none. 
Our impression is that the second com- 
pany was formed to selj out to the old 
company. IT HAS NOT KEPT ITS 
AGREEMENT MADE AT THE TIME 
THE CHARTER WAS ASKED FOR 
AS REGARDS PRICES AT WHICH 
SERVICE IS FURNISHED. 

HAMBLETON « COMPANY, Bank- 
ers: Regarding as we do that this pub- 
lic utility is in the nature of a natural 
mcnopoly, we do not consider compet- 
tition desirable, as the effect on prices 
is only temporary. In this case, the 
cost of the two systems effects little 
or nothing in the way of saving, and 
the ultimate result will be consolida- 
tion, for which the public will have 
to pay. 

DAVIDSON CHEMICAL COMPANY, 
Suiphuric Acid: Competition has in- 
creased our annual] outlay, as we have 
to pay two companies. We see no ad- 
vantage in having two companies. We 
doubt if the new company has helped 
in lowering rates. 

SAFE DEPOSIT AND TRUET COM- 
PANY OF BALTIMORE: The installa- 
tion of two telephone services has, of 
ccurse, increased our outlay certainly 
as much as 40 per cent. for telephone 
service. We think that two telephone 
services are a hindrance rather than 
a help, besides adding to the expense. 

GILES W. QUARLES, Importer of 
China and Glass: Competition has in- 
creased annual outlay to nearly double, 
because we are forced to have two 
telephones. 

THE AMERICAN LABEL MANU- 
FACTURING COMPANY: If reason- 
able service is being given by one com- 
pany, competition is more at the ex- 
pense of the customers, because it 
forces a firm that might get along with 
one telephone to have two. 

GRAY & DUDLEY HARDWARE 
COMPANY: We.do not find any ad- 


vantage in having two telephone sys- - 


tems, but, on the other hand, find a 
great many disadvantages. It is neces- 
sary for all business houses to install 
both telephone systems, which means 
double expense and double trouble, 
without better results. 

CRANE COMPANY, Manufacturers 
of Wrought Pipe: Very undesirable to 
the subscribers. All subscribers are 
compelled to have two ‘phones. This 
makes confusion, and increases the 
cost. We would much prefer one tele- 
phone, and regard it as an infliction 
on any community to have two tele-

PRATT & LETCHWORTH COM- 
PANY, Buffalo Malleable Iron & Steel 
Works: We have as yet failed to derive 
any special benefit brought about by 
the introduction of a competitive tele- 
phone system here. About the only 
thing we have been able to detect is 
additional expense being obliged to in- 
stall both phones. 


THE J. M. MATTHEWS COMPANY, 
Newspaper and Printing: We are sub- 
scribers to both telephone systems be- 
cause the situation seemed to demand 
it, so in a way we were forced. Com- 
petition has increased the annual outlay 
60 per cent. We consider two compet- 
ing systems very undesirable. One good 
system reaching all subscribers is far 
preferable. 


HAINES LUMBER COMPANY: Du- 
plicates the service in the office and is 
often a nuisance when simultaneous 
calls come in for the same individual. 


ACME STEEL AND MALLEABLE 
IRON WORKS: Competition has in- 
creased the amount of our annual out- 
lay. Two competing systems more ex- 
pensive, and also inconvenient, 


J. N. ADAM CO.: Out total annual 
outlay has been considerably increased. 
The former service was good, and com- 
petition has not improved it. One good 
system is better, cheaper, and more 
convenient than two, 


J. N. ADAM CO.: Our total annual 
tems we are compelled to take both at 
considerably increased expense.

OHIO COOPERAGE CO.: We sub- 
scribed for the mew telephone for the 
reason that we were under the imprés- 
sion that two telephone companies in 
our town would benefit the service, but 
we can frankly say that it has not 
done so. Competition has-increased our 
annual outlay. 


THE CORNELL & HUBBARD CO., 
Jewelry: In the homes the question of 
“which telephone” is constantly pre- 
sented, and it is a source of much an- 
noyance. Two fanmiilies, relatives or 
close friends, both paying for tele- 
phone service, but neither can talk with 
the other from the home because one 
has Bell and the other the Cuyahoga. 


THOMAS H. WHITE, President of 
WHITE SEWING MACHINE CO.: 
Two telephone companies in a city are 
a nuisance. There should be but one 
company, and they-should be compelled 
to furnish ’phones at reasonable rates. 


BARDONS & OLIVER, Turret Ma- 
chinery: Competition has increased the 
amount of our annual outlay. It is out 
of the question to have two branch ex- 
changes. In practice we find that we 
get calls on the Cuyahoga when the 
person wanted is in distant parts of the 
factory. The same applies to the desks 
in the office. One telephone on a desk 
is preferable to two. We believe in com- 
petition in most things, but not in the

HART & COMPANY, Straw Goods: 
We are compelled to have both systems 
at a great increase in cost. We have 
both in our offices, and also have a 
private branch exchange under the Bell 
system with many stations in our vari- 
ous departments on the several floors 
of our building. If a call comes over 
the Cuyahoga ‘phone for any one in the 
house, we are compelled to send from 
the office to a distant part of the build- 
ing to bring the party called for to the 
*phone, and have the wire held until he 
reaches the ’phone. The alternative is 
that we must pay several hundred dol- 
lars a year more to install a second pri- 
vate branch exchange. The Cuyahoga 
Company was organized and obtained 
subscribers on the promise of reducing 
telephone costs, claiming that the Bell 
rates were exorbitant. The Cuyahoga 
Company has not brought about a re- 
duction of Bell rates, but, on the con- 
trary, has largely increased its origi- 
nal rates until they are now almost as 
large as those charged by tthe Bell 
Company, which it formerly denounced 
as exorbitant. We are _ distinctly 
against competition, not only on ac- 
count of the greatly increased expense 
to large houses like ours, but because

ALEX. Y. MALCOLMSON, Coal: 
There is only one systein in the city 
at present. A few years ago we had 
two systems, which worked to a dis- 
advantage of the patrons, for the reason 
that the combined rates were greater 
and the service much more unsatisfac- 
tory than when one company was 
operating. From my experience, and 
from general information, would con- 
clude that the telephone business is an 
exception to the general line of trade, 
in that two systems are not desirable, 
and where it ‘has been introduced the 
cost has been greater and the service 
more unsatisfactory. 


VOIGT BREWERY CO: Competi- 
tion in telephone lines is a great nul- 
sance in any city. 


MACAULEY BROS., Books .& Sta- 
tionery: Only one system now. ‘Two 
systems very. undesirable, adding to 
cost and annoyance. Was very glad 
to have only one. 


JENKS & MUIR MFG, CO: Annual 
outlay increased when two companies 
were operating. Competition undesir- 
able—very. 


DETROIT & CLEVELAND NAVI- 
GATION COMPANY, A. A. Schantz 
Gen. Supt.: At ‘the time this city had 
two systems we were subscribers to 
both. Worst nuisance we ever experi- 
enced. Could not conveniently have 
two desk ’phones, and when answering 
a call on one the other would be ring- 
ing. Had to use two directories in 
order to cover subscribers who did not 
have both systems. Hope never to see 
two systems in this city again, and 
would emphatically decline to be a 
patron of any new company. We have 
experienced similar unsatisfactory con- 
ditions at Cleveland and Toledo, where 
we have offices. Competition in this 
city has increased cost about 40 per 
cent. From this company’s experience 
in the past am decidedly adverse to 
any further experiments along the line 
of competition with a view to the bet- 
eae of the service or reduction in 
rates. 


GRAND-RAPIDS, MICH. 


ORIEL CABINET COMPANY: We 
have both systems, as it is compulsory. 
It is usually of no advantage to have 
two telephones, if one will give the 
proper service. Two means more trou- 
ble, more expense, and more incon- 
venience in a general way. 


CHARLES TRANKLA & COM- 
PANY, Dry Goods: Annual outlay in- 
creased about 50 per cent. We believe 
a town of 100,000 can get along very 
well and better with one exchange 


WORMNEST STOVE AND RANGE 
COMPANY: It is a perfect nuisance to 
have two systems. One system used 
universally would make the ideal sys- 
tem. 

KLINGMAN’S SAMPLE FURNI- 
TURE COMPANY: Two companies are 
undesirable for any locality. If you 
have two in a house and they are lo- 
cated near together it is very hard to 
tell which jis ringing. 


FULLER & RICE LUMBER & MFG. 
CO.: Annual outlay increased. Compe- 
tition extremely undesirable «on ac- 
count of extra expense and extra both- 
er. Keep out of it, if you can. 


MACEY-WERNICKE COMPANY, 
LTD.: The double telephone system, 
from our standpoint, is not satisfac- 
tory, and when the necessity of two 
instruments and a complete double 
service is taken into consideration, the 
cost is quite high. 


JUDSON GROCERY COMPANY: It 
{s disagreeable and unnecessary to 
have two a in any city. Un- 
fortunately we have two in Grand 
Rapids. Two telephones stare me in 
the face all the time—one is enough. 


JOHN WAHL, Confections: We have 
to have both ’phones. It would be bet- 
ter to have only one. 


INDIANAPOLIS, IND. 


VAN CAMP PACKING CO.: Annual 
expense about 20% more than formerly. 
Much of the time we will be called 
over both telephones at once, and it 
has been our experience that two ccm- 
panies are a general nuisance.

Tieh Liang, the new Superintendent of 
Customs Affairs, has had less dealings 
with foreigners than most ‘of the high 
officials here. 

Tong Shao, the new Associate Minister 
of Customs Affairs, is one of the most 
trusted lieutenants of Viceroy Yuan 
Shi Kai, through whose influence he hag 
become the most active Minister in deal 
ing with the foreign relations of China. 


LONDON, May 10.—The customs ap- 
pointments of the Chinese Government are 
regarded here as a violation of the agree- 


ment of February, 1898, between Great 
Britain and China, under which, among 
other concessions, China agreed that the 
post of Inspector of Customs should be 
a British subject as long as 
British trade with China continues to ex- 
ceed that ot any other power. The point, 
however, is somewhat doubtful, as it is 
not clear from the é¢dict whether Sir Rob- 
wrt Hart is actually to be superseded or 
not. 

The edict is commented upon as being 
another signicicant indication of China's 
ectermnma tian to throw off Western tute- 
age. 


Sir Robert Hart, who:is an Irishman 
by birth, has beén In the Chinese mari- 
time customs service since 1859. He be- 
came Director General of Chinese cus. 
toms—inland as. well as maritime—in 1901, 
The office was bestowed upon him, to- 
gether with other Afgh honors exceptionah 
in the case of a foreigner, as a reward 
for services rendered the Chinese Gov- 
ernment in connection with the interna- 
tional settlement of the Boxer troubles, 

Sir Robert Hart was the most potent 
link between China and the West2rn 
world. He created its customs service; he 
gave China a tariff which at the same 
time was stable and comprehensive 
to the business men of the nations with 
which China has had commercial rela- 
tions since the opening ef her ports. He 
was behind practically every commercial 
treaty that China has made. 

Sir Robert Hart, was, Secretary to he 
Commission of the Allies which met in 
Canton in 1858. He entered the Chinese 
customs service as Deputy Commission-+r 
the next vear. After being advanced to 
the post of Inspector General of Customs 
in 1863 he reorganized the service on mod- 
ern lines. Chinese and Malay pirates at 
the time made Chinese waters unsafe 
to commerce. Sir Robert Hart equipped 
a large fiecet of steamers to hunt the 
pirates’ down. The dangeroug- Chinese 
coast was practicilly destitute of Hght- 
houses. Sir Robert established a lght- 
house service which is second to jong 
in that part of the world. He also es- 
tablished the postal service, which now 
is being extended to 21) parts of China. 

In 1885 Sir Robert declined to accept 
the post of British Minister to a 
He has received the greatest honors in 
the gift of the Chinese Government.

Auctioneer Samuel Kresire held aloft a 
pair of epaulettes of the days when 
George Ill. was King. They almost 
touched the low ceiling of the famous 
Long Room of Fraunces’s Tavern, and in

cloth seemed to offer a lesson in the 
vanity of things.

What hidden treasures in musty bottles 
or heavy casks there might have been in 
the cool, moist wine cellar were taken 
away by the proprietors, who are 
open up. a tavern of the modern sort 
where more attention is paid to the qual- 
ity of what's in beaker or wine glass than 
to the antiquity of the walls or rafters 
that surround the guest. 

Two small cannon, mounted on castings, 
fashioned after the British Lion pattern, 
were sold along with a little armory of 
blunderbusses, horsepistols, 
rifles and muskets and sabres and swords 
of Revolutionary times. The heavy pieces 
brought 335 each and the pistols brought 
on an average of $5. The muskets aver- 
aged $8. They were apparently genuine in 
their antiquity, as were the old window 
shutters of the tavern itself or the low, 
heavy doors between rooms. 

The round table at which sat Washing- 
ton, Clinton, Hamilton, Steuben, and 
others of his famous Generals when they 
feasted together in their regimentals for 
the Jast time was sold to Mrs. Loutse 
Bennett, who is a collector of Washing- 
toniana and is living at the Buckingham 
Hotel. 

Among those who know and like an- 
tigues there were whispers that Mrs. 
Bennett had made the purchase of the 
table. for the Daughters’ of the Revolu- 


tion, but she told the auctioneer’s assist- | 


ant that she was buying for her own pri- 
vate collection. She paid $65 for the table, 
a price which was considered “dirt 
cheap.”’ The piece is of walnut and is put 


together with that care and skill which | 
were used by furniture-makers a century | 


or more ago. It is good for more than an-

Besides Mrs. Bennett there was another

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The “ expos!- 
tion cullnaire,”’ arranged by the wife of 
the Austrian Ambassador for the benefit 
|of the San Francisco sufferers, has re- 
| sulted in a bitter eontroversy among the 
| chefs of Washington, who took umbrage 
lat the aggressive prominence of Joseph 
O. Kordina, chef of the Austrian Embas- 
|sy, who has been in Washington only 
six months. 

They do not deny Kordina'’s eminence as 
a chef, but resent the way in which he 
hustled to the front, disregarding men 
who have grown gray in the service of 
high art in the kitchen, and consequently 
they boycotted the show.

London sent over a lower range of quo- 
tations for American shares and reported 
rates as high as 6% per cent. demanded on 
these issues over the regular fortnightly 
settlement in progress. Prices opened 
lower in most instances, and before the 
end of the forenoon session had fallen 
rather sharply on profit taking and mod- 
erate short selling. Further easing in 
money rates, both on time and call loans, 
and a corresponding decline in the carry- 
over rates in London,, which fell to 5 per 
cent., encouraged professional activity in 
the specialties, and this movement broad- 
ened until the entire list was affected. 
Shortly before the close, largely, appar- 
ently, as a result of the misinformed pres- 
sure upon Brooklyn Rapid Transit, prices 
fell back slightly, although gains for the 
day were fairly general. Among the spec- 
{alties, Distillers’ Securities, American 
Smelting, National Lead, Colorado Fuel 
and Iron, and Anaconda, scored substan- 
tial advances. Reading was heavy at all 
times, and the standard railroad shares 
were little more than firm. 

Demand sterling rose nearly % of a cent 
in the pound yesterday, while the Paris 
cheque on London has advanced 2% cen- 
times to a point where another upward 
movement of like proportions would under 
ordinary conditions enable London to 
draw gold from Paris. With money work- 
ing easier here no complaint can be found 
with the movement of the exchange mar- 
ket away from the gold import basis, and 
it is not certain that the possible necessity 
of further payments by English insurance 
companies will not again depress exchange 
to the import point. The rise in the Paris
